; Mitchell, the trusted politi- 
cal adviser to President Nixon, 
made the charge in a speech 
prepared for a $100-a-plate 
fund-raising dinner in IMUdwau^ 
kee^foF the Republican Party 
of Wisconsin. 

He said the Ni^n jidminis- 
tration, y*purposely low key” 
in its pbblic utterances in con- 
trast to its prdCiecessors, was 
on its way to restoring public 
confidence and would “restore 
civil tranquility to the streets 
of this nation.”

“The prior administration ” 
he said, “attempted to solve 
problems through the illusion 
of words— through the projec- 
tion of succeeding images of 
impossible dreams which were 
replaced by more impossible 
dreams when previous com- 
mitments could not be met.” 

As a resuiit, “the poor and 
the 'black who had reMed on 
Utopian promises . . . now dis- 
trust the government’s ability 
to act on their behalf,” 
Mitchell said. Middle-class 
families who counted on the 
government to control the 
economy “found themselves 
caught in increasing Inflation” 
and the nartion’^ ^outh “reject 
the established political pro- 
cess and . . 4 tum^jviolence 
and confrontation.” . ^ ' 
MltcheM said the govern- 
ment would honor the right of 
protesters to congregate and 
petition pefbcefi^ in Wash- l. 

this weekend but he 
warned: ^ ' 

“The foreign policy of this 
[overnment cannot— and will 
ot — be formulated in the 
itreets of Washington or in, 
ny other street of this nation.

tive program of those in gov- 
ernment charged with con 
ducting our foreign policy and 
carrying out oin: national se- 
curity.” 

Mitchell said the adminis- 
tration would achieve social 
and economic progress 
through “the methods which 
I think this Midwest audience 
understands better than most. 
We believe in common sense, 
in hard work and in quiet dili- 
gence .... We believe that the 
extremists on both ends of the 
spectrum will be isolated by 
the I great majority of Ameri- 
cans.” 

Instead of rapping Congress 
as he had in recent speeches, 
Mitchell said he hoped Con- 
gress would approve his full 



request for $275 million this 
year to help states and cities 
find new crime-fighting tebh- 
niques. ^ 

He called for passage of a 
bill to broaden the power of 
federal agents ito> search for 
narcotics and he praised his 
Department’s role in the 
“highly successful” Operation 
Intercept clampdown on mari- 
juana smuggling along the 
Mexican border. % 

“As • this administration’s 
anti-crime program moves for- 
ward through Congress and 
into operation, the mood of 
the nation will change from 
cynicism to optimism, and con- 
fidence in the law will be re- 
stored,” Mitchell 1 concluded.
